I talked to Mayor Ralph R. Rule the other night 
about filling the vacant seat created by the resignation 
of Counciiman Simons, and he came up with an idea 
that is really worth thinking about, and one that grows 
on you the more you do think about it. 

Personally, the Mayor sees very little excuse for 
costing the Taxpayers between $2,000 and $2,700 for a 
special election to fill a seat that will expire in five 
months after the election. There are just too many places 
in Sierra Madre that money like that can be .-.pent, if it 
is going to be spent; but he is all in favor of saving it 
altogether. 

Now the present Council could appoint a man, and 
do it by August 31 and that would solve the whole situa¬ 
tion, save the money, put a man in the seat; but accord¬ 
ing to what the Mayor hears around town it might not 
satisfy all of the population. An appointment such as 
this, of course, makes an incumbent in April, and this is 
just a bit of an edge on any opponent that might desire 
to run, or any group that might anticipate running a can¬ 
didate at that time. So the problem is how to save the 
money of an election, how to make an appointment that 
would have a tendency to satisfy the majority, and how 
to do it within the limit of time so that it will not be 
necessary for an election. 

So, says the Mayor, why can't we appoint a person 
for the vacancy who will give his honest word that he 
will not be a candidate for election in April. There are 
several line ex-Councilmen in Sierra Madre that might 
be willing to perform that duty to relievo a time of ten¬ 
sion and save the Taxpayers the expense of an election. 
The Mayor ended up his remarks by saying that of course 
he was oniy one Councilman of the four and it would 
take a majority of them to make the decision. "So all of 
us left the meeting on Tuesday, August 10 to return on 
August 24 and lay it on the line.” 

We think it is a good suggestion Mayor. We like 
saving the money, and we like to see the natives as happy 
as they can be.

Are You Operating 

Your Business 

Under A Fictitious Name? 

If So You Must 
Re-Register It Nowl 
See News Article Below 


New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe’’ or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,’’ the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

Cost Of Union 
Plans Double 

Average monthly employ¬ 
er payments to California 
union - management health 
and welfare f.und.s rose to 
an estimated $46.05 per em¬ 
ployee in the latter half of 
1970, William C. Hem, State 
Director of Industrial Rela¬ 
tions, reported today. This 
was itigher by $15.40 (about 
50 per cent) than a compar¬ 
able average estimated In 
the spring of 1968. 

These employer contribu¬ 
tions are used primarily to 
pay hospital and doctor bills, 
but a portion goes for group 
life insurance and, in some 
instances, .nonoccupational 
disability benefits. 

Monthly payments in in¬ 
dividual plans show con¬ 
siderable variations. In con¬ 
tracts covering the middle 
90 per cent of the workers, 
payments ranged from 
$16.60 to $86.67 per month. 

Some of the Increase pay¬ 
ments to health and welfare 
trust funds between 1968 
and 1970 was consumed in 
meeting rising costs of med¬ 
ical care. The medical care 
component of the U. S. Bu¬ 
reau of Labor Statistics’ 

Consumer Price Index rose 
17.2 per cent in the Los An¬ 
gelos area and 13.1 per ce.nt 
in the San Francisco-Oak- 
land area during the period 
from March 1968 to Septem¬ 
ber 1970. 

These statistics were com¬ 
piled from collective bar¬ 
gaining agreements on file 
with the Department’s Di¬ 
vision of Labor Statistics 
and Research. .Ninety-eight 
per ce.nt of the 1,530,000 per¬ 
sons worki.ng under the 1,688 
union contracts reviewed 
have healthcare plans. For 
88 per cent of the workers 
with plans, the employer 
paid the full cost of cover¬ 
age for the employee and 
his dependents or for the 
employee alone.

Adults find it very diffi¬ 
cult to understand the moti¬ 
vation and thinking of 
youthful members of the 
protest movement in the 
United States. This move¬ 
ment can be said to have 
surfaced an December 2, 
1964 when Mario Savio start¬ 
ed his dirty word campaign 
at the University of Califor¬ 
nia, which was a declaration 
of war against the decencies 
a.nd standards of civilized 
life in this country.

and body. This does not mean there are no ill effects, but that 
they cannot be catalogued and predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years while the 
young personality is finding andshaping itself, and learning 
how to deal with life’s problems, is an intangible danger to 
try to measure, but of deep importance. That’s a hard fact for 
the young to understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under local 
laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to the 
possession of heroin. The laws provide severe penalties. Even 
being in the company of someone who possesses marihuana 
may make your child liable for arrest. 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What about 
parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial answer is that 
your body and personality have matured. Once anyone 
becomes dependent on any drug, including alcohol and 
cigarettes, it can be difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced 
they’re harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger drugs 
when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A teen-ager’s 
experience is limited; it has happened. While marihuana 
itself does not lead to other drug use, association with 
“dealers” and drug users may be the first step to 
experimenting with LSD, speed and even heroin. And these 
drugs are far more than a stronger form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To be 
honest, scientists still don’t know everything about the 
specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the “authorities” 
your children quote, know even less. No expert is saying 
today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody has to 
take. Least of all somebody you care about.

Know enough basic facts about marihuana to talk to 
your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that college, 
high school, even junior high students smoke marihuana. 
What about your own son or daughter? Have they tried it? 
Would they tell you? Do you just keep quiet and hope—do 
you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, roach, 
head—words that mean something different to you. They 
seem to knov/ more about drugs than you do—that’s their side 
of the generation gap. But not all their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot ? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with tact 
and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by discussing 
marihuana experiences he’s heard of from his friends. You 
won’t want to come across as accusing or angry—it’s as risky 
to assume he does “turn on” as to assume he doesn’t. Keep it 
simple, direct. And make sure your concern for him, and 
what happens to him, shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if their 
boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people have not 
tried it, and have enough self-assurance to resist trying it. A 
number have tried it once or twice out of curiosity or 
boredom. A smaller number “turn on” just on weekends, A 
small percentage become “heads”—their lives centered 
around marihuana or other drugs, with very little interest 
in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, which 
is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, and stories of 
no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana (which 
varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been proven 
conclusively about specific effects of marihuana on the mind 


Sierra Madre A Part! 


In many instances, the modern police officer is ex¬ 
pected to possess the rudimentary skills of a lawyer, psy¬ 
chologist, sociologist, medic, and athlete. Yet today in 
many police departments across the country, personnel 
are inadequately trained to deal with the daily tensions 
and crises with which they must cope. 

The Advisory Commission on Intergovernmental Re¬ 
lations, a hi-partisan body established by Congress in 
1959, recently conducted an extensive study which dealt 
with police training practices in the United States. Their 
findings reveaied that tlie training provided by most 
police departments falls far short of the minimum stan¬ 
dard of 400 hours recommended by the President’s Com¬ 
mission on Law Enforcement and the Administration of 
Justice in 1967. Nearly 20 per cent of all city police 
agencies provide no training whatsoever for their forces. 
The best police departments provide only about 200 hours. 

How does California compare with the rest of the 
nation in its training of police officers? In 1959, the 
California Legislature established the Commission on 
Peace Officers Standard and Training, This nine-member 
appointive Commission is charged with the responsibility 
of upgrading tiie level of competence of California police 
officers. 

The Commission’s primary function has been the 
establishment of training programs that have now been 
implemented at some 45 community and state colleges 
and affiliated training schools throughout the State. With 
over 300 courses of instruction now established and ap¬ 
proved by the Commission, nearly 100 per cent of the 
36,000 city and county police officers and 6,000 highway 
patrolmen in California receive a wide variety in such 
areas as the proper use of firearms, arrest requirements 
and procedures, evidence, community relations, and foreign 
languages (for officers in minority precincts). Through 
these programs, the average police officer in California 
receives approximately 560 hours of instruction and train¬ 
ing, far exceeding the norm established in the other 49 
states. 

A unique incentive feature of the Peace Officers 
Standards and Training Programs is an arrangement 
whereby participating county and city agencies receive 
reimbursement from the Commission of approximately 50 
per cent of salaries paid their officers while attending 
these training courses. Participating officers must meet 
strict mental and personal qualification standards set 
by the Commission. 

The example that is being set by California in the 
field of police training clearly demonstrates the accom¬ 
plishments that can be realized by cooperative efforts 
between state and local agencies. Through the benefits 
derived from such training programs, the Califorina
